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Custodian At El Camino 
College Turns Inventor

Concrete proof that students and professors are not 
the only people on campus privileged to do some heavy 
thinking was recently supplied by Jim Gray, El Camino 
college custodian and the inventor of an adapter for use on
floor polishing machines.

Patented in both the United 
States and Canada, the Gray 
adapter, as it is named, has en­ 
joyed an enthusiastic receptioYi 
since its introduction, reports 
showed.
- This success Is attributed to 
the adapter's versatility in al- 
owing a custodian to use a 
20-inch brush.

Comparatively inexpensive, 
the device has proved to be ef­ 
ficient in floor stripping, wax­ 
ing and polishing.

It was first used on the floors 
of El Camino's Social Science 
building. Prior to use of the 
adapter, each room In the build­ 
ing required a steel wool strip­ 
ping pad to be used on each 
floor. Using the Gray adapter, 
one steel wool pad now pre­ 
pares seven rooms for waxing.

Further example of the adap­ 
ter's advantages was given 
when custodians tried it on the 
floors in the library. Normaly 
It would require two men work­ 
ing eight hours to strip, wax, 
and polish the entire floor.

Today, one custodian accom­ 
plishes the task in eight hours. 
"The Gray adapter has cut costs

to the college for floor waxlngs 
by at least one-third." stated 
Malcolm Mclver, of the main­ 
tenance department.

A few sets are currently be­ 
ing used by El Camino and a 
few concerns In Southern Cali­ 
fornia. As yet, supply cannot 
meet the demand, but Gray as­ 
serts that in the near future, 
the college will have all the 
adapter sets needed to maintain 
the floors of El Camino's ultra 
modern buildings.

The inventor-custodian firmly 
believes that all attained ends 
are products of collective In 
terest and contribution by many 
individuals. His fellow workers, 
supervisors, and El Camino stu­ 
dents all contributed to making 
the adapter a successful reality.

He is also incliged to give 
some credit to the intangible 
element of education and learn­ 
ing that hangs over the campus 
and perhaps rubbed off on him.

"It. was only my idea," says 
Gray, "Men like Ray Noel, head 
of the maintenance department, 
are the ones who convinced mr 
to have it patented and put into 
production."
